OUR FIRST TWO HUNDRED YEARS 


On November 9, 1768, John Wentworth, the 
new Royal Governor of the Province of New 
Hampshire, by authority of King George Ill, 
signed his name to a deed of 23,040 acres of 
undeveloped land, affixed the seal of the prov- 
ince and caused Theodore Atkinson to record it 
as the Charter of Saville (later to be named 
Sunapee). Hence, two hundred years ago this 
year Sunapee came into existence. Briefly we 
will endeavor to take a quick look at what has 
happened and also a look into the future. 


Early in 1967 the Selectmen realized that an 
important event, namely the 200th anniversary 
of the town was coming up in 1968. After care- 
ful thought and consideration we appointed a 
committee to arrange a program to celebrate 
this event. Because of the fact that this com- 
mittee is planning an historic booklet to com- 
memorate the bicentennial we are purposely 
refraining from mentioning any of the historic 
facts about the town. 


History of Sunapee as portrayed in “The Story 
of Sunapee” by John Henry Bartlett informs us 
that Saville as it was first known had its prob- 


lems. We are not sure just how money was 
raised but feel it must have been by voluntary 
association of men and not a legal organiza- 
tion; it had no compelling power to collect taxes 
for roads, bridges, schools etc., and this could 
not have happened until it was “Incorporated.” 
Therefore, when this power to tax came into 
effect it presented a prominent subject of dis- 
cussion at town meetings which has grown and 
grown until the present day. We are sure that 
we are not the only community in this state nor 
in the United States where the burden of prop- 
erty taxes are very evident, as this is a problem 
of national concern. Many people talk about it 
but not many people do anything about it. 


The statutes say plainly and flatly that “The 
Selectmen of each town shall annually, in April, 
make a list of all the polls and take an invoice 
of all the estate liable to be taxed in such town 
on the first day of that month.” Chapter 74 — 
Sec. 1 RSA. And “Upon the return of such inven- 
tory the Selectmen shall assess q tax against the 
person or corporation in accordance with their 
appraisal of the property therein mentioned.” 
Chapter 74. Sec. 11 RSA. And “The Selectmen 
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shall manage the prudential affairs of the town 
and perform the duties prescribed by law.” 
Chapter 74—Sec. RSA. Therefore, the whole 
job of taxation and fiscal management lies 
squarely on the shoulders of the Selectmen as 
seen by the statutes listed above. 


The Selectmen of Sunapee feel that the policy 
of taxation is of the utmost importance in the 
growth of our community, as we feel that the 
Town of Sunapee is on the threshold of impor- 
tant growth. Sunapee has been blessed with 
one of the finest lakes in the world and as the 
main trunk lines and inter-state roads are com- 
pleted more people will come here to live and 
build year around homes because of its new 
proximity to cities and because of its living 
space and rural charm. Unless our house is in 


good order, tax-wise, the appeal of this town to 
newcomers (and ourselves), may be seriously 
damaged. 


Basically the formula to determine the tax rate 
is very simple. It is this: The sum total of the 
amount of money needed to run the town, plus 
the schools and our share of the county tax, is 
divided by the sum total of each taxpayers val- 
vation. In 1967 the formula looked like this 


=7.50 


5,215,945 | 391,195.88 


In order that we may bring into focus more 
clearly how these amounts have increased over 
the last 50 years the following table shows the 
amounts for some of the principal items in ten- 
year periods.

It is important to note that for many years the 
articles in the town warrant did not specify a 
given amount for each department, but rather 
the language of the article was “to see what 
sum of money the town would raise for each 
article, etc.” It is also important to note that the 
amounts raised have ever been on the increase. 
Of course there are many reasons why all this 
has happened. 


1. Creeping inflation, cost of goods, and la- 
bor are simply going up at an alarming 
rate. 

2. Increased services, such as expanded Fire 
Department, improved School Programs, 
building better roads, etc. 

3. In many instances appropriation figures 


have been raised to be more realistic with ° 


the cost of operation on today’s basis. 

4. In many instances the town has done a 
remarkable job in keeping its equipment 
modern and abreast of the times. 


We are sure that all the taxpayers in Sunapee 
are aware of and realize that the inflationary 
spiral in real estate has simply gone upward

and upward and upward. Your Selectmen have 
been very conscious of this trend and we also 
note that every other town in the state have 
similar problems, so much so, that in 1957 the 
following law was enacted: 


“The Selectmen SHALL appraise all taxable 
property at its FULL and TRUE value in 
money as they would appraise the same 
in payment of a just debt due from a sol- 
vent debtor, and shall receive and con- 
sider all evidence that may be submitted 
to them relative to the value of property, 
the value of which cannot be determined 
by personal examination.” Chapter 75, 
Sec. 1 RSA. 


The policy of 100% valuation was established 
in 1957 as seen by the quoted law; however, 
Sunapee did not adopt this procedure as quickly 
as some other towns, but in Town Meeting of 
March 14, 1967, we did vote for 100% tax ap- 
praisal. This appraisal is now being done by the 
State Tax Commission. Previous to this the town 
voted for a Tax Map which is proving to be a 
great help not only to the Tax Commission but 
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to your Selectmen and it will be of greater value 
in future years. An exhibit of some of the work 
done by these Tax Maps will be on display at 
the Town Meeting for your examination. 


In running a business we are told there are two 
ways to keep financially afloat, one is to spend 
less and the other is to take in more or a com- 
bination of both. Your Selectmen feel that with 
careful planning by all department heads that 
a balancing point can be arrived at and at the 
same time maintain efficiently necessary serv- 
ices. It is surely the height of folly to reduce ap- 
propriations for the sake of the reduction and 
not allow enough money to be raised to provide 
the necessary services required to properly run 
the town government. 


As mentioned above we are committed to 100% 
evaluation policy, in fact we are required by 
law to do so, therefore having accepted that 
proposition we are face to face with an active 
real-estate market where values are ever on the 
rise and this trend appears to be continuing into 
the foreseeable future. It is, therefore, going to 
be absolutely necessary to make realignment of 
valuations at periodic intervals to insure and 
maintain the 100% position. We feel that our 
house will be in much better order when each 
class of property bears its equitable share of the 
tax burden and we also feel that the burden 
spread more widely and impartially will be- 
come easier for all. 


In this report by the Selectmen we have spent 
considerable time on the tax burden but we feel 
that this is the most important item in our future 
growth. In bringing this report to a close we 
would be very lax if we did not give a short list 
of accomplishments over the past few years. 


The Town of Sunapee has been very fortunate 
in having many summer residents who have the 
interest of the town at heart, especially men like 
Mr. William T. Baird, Jr., who has given so much 
time and money to make a more attractive and 
better place to live. A long list of these people 
_ could be included and we are sure that the 
voters of Sunapee share with your Selectmen 
the thought that we owe a debt of eternal grati- 
tude to these wonderful people. 


During the past few years a Master Plan was 
made and although it has in some instances 
been criticized we feel that it is a definite plan 
with great merit in looking to the future. 


We have in the past few years a new town gar- 
age, new trucks and equipment, modern fire 
stations and equipment, new office equipment 
in the Selectmen’s Room, additions to the Li- 
brary, kept our town property in good repair. 
There is a new landing ramp at Sunapee Har- 
bor, new bridge at Georges Mills on the Spring- 
field Road, a new cemetery on North Road, new 
fences at all cemeteries. We have extended year 
around and larger water mains both for fire 
protection and for year around service and 
there are many other services which serve to 
make Sunapee a better place to live and work. 
All this has been done by dedicated town peo- 
ple in various positions, to them we are very 
grateful. 


In 1965 a new junk yard law was passed. Our 
efforts to enforce this law met with some suc- 
cess. However as unpleasant as it may be we 
intend to resort to all legal means to have ev- 
eryone comply with this statute and clean up a 
very bad situation. 


In view of the fact that our whole economy has 
changed, which includes the mode of travel, 
and people no longer come to stay at Sunapee 
for long periods of time as they did in the 
steamboat era, this fast-moving mode of trans- 
portation has presented traffic problems, police 
problems, etc. Realizing fully well that when- 
ever recommendations are made that change 
the old way of life and insert some new idea 
that someone’s feelings are going to be hurt 
your Selectmen would, nevertheless, like to list 
the following thoughts for your consideration. 


1. The election of one Road Agent. 

2. A full-time Chief of Police, which would 
include a town-owned police car. 

3. Rebuilding of some of our town roads 
and the installing and laying of year 
around water mains where feasible. 

4. The appointment of a Budget Committee. 


TO the voters of Sunapee the Selectmen wish to 
call to your attention the fact that the articles 
appearing in the Town Warrant of this town re- 
port are for money to be raised and for deci- 
sions to be made which will affect the services 
rendered and the tax rate for the Town of Sun- 
apee for 1968. We sincerely hope that if there 
are any questions or anything pertaining to any 
article that are not clearly understood that 
someone will ask the heads of that particular 
department or the Selectmen to explain. 
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To all heads of departments we want to express 
our thanks and extend our gratitude for your 
cooperation and assistance in helping us, your 
Selectmen, to carry out our duties. As Sunapee 
approaches its 200th year of existence we want 
the townspeople to know that your Town Gov- 
ernment is at work and that this local govern- 
ment is becoming ever more complex, varied, 
and time consuming for your town officers. 
Sometimes our efforts are crowned with suc- 
cess and sometimes not. Sometimes our efforts 


receive a pat on the back but more often are 
received with criticism. However, it is a chal- 
lenging work and we are striving to do our best. 
We submit that helping hands in our common 
effort would be gratefully received.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sunapee, New Hampshire in the County of Sullivan in said 
State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at The Sunapee School Gymnasium in said Sunapee on 
Tuesday, the 12th day of March, next at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges for the 
ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


Article 1. To elect (1) one Selectman for 3 years and all other necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Treasurer, Auditors, and Committees, 
or other officers heretofore chosen. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for Expenses of General Town Government; Town Officer’s Salaries $8000.00, Town 
Officer’s Expenses $7000.00, Election and Registration $800.00, Social Security, Retirement 
and Insurance $8500.00, Repairs and Expenses Town Property $5000.00 and Contingency 
Fund $1000.00, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for the protection of persons and property; Police Department $12,500.00, Fire De- 
partment $7000.00, White Pine Blister Rust $76.00, Municipal Court $700.00, and Dog Dam- 
age $300.00, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for the health and Sanitation, including Nurse Association $4000.00, Vital Statis- 
tics $40.00, Health Officer $500.00, Newport Hospital, and New London Hospital $1000.00, 
Care of Town Dump $4000.00, Special Survey of Lake Sunapee $1000.00, Collection of Gar- 
bage $2000.00, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for repair of Highways and Bridges; Town Maintenance Summer $31,500.00, Town 
Maintenance Winter $19,500.00, Machinery Maintenance $7000.00, Street Lighting $6000.00, 
Town Road Aid $961.75, Trade-in and purchase of New Dump Truck $4000.00, General Ex- 
penses and Road Oil, including Highway Garage $16,000.00, and pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7352.00 
for the maintenance of the Abbott Library, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for Town Poor $1000.00, Soldiers Aid and Old Age Assistance $2000.00, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money; Information Booth $1000.00, Dartmouth Lake Sunapee Region $200.00, Board of Trade 
$900.00, Lebanon Regional Airport $200.00, Band Concerts at Georges Mills, and the Har- 
bor $1500.00, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will authorize its Selectmen to borrow money in antici- 
pation of taxes for the year 1968-1969, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $2000.00 to help celebrate 
and defray expenses of the Bicentennial Celebration and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4000.00" 
for the Sunapee Recreation Committee, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $12,000.00 for Repairs and 
Maintenance of the Water Department and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Water Department to spend 
$12,000.00 to lay new 8” water mains on Garnet Street and Lake Avenue providing detailed 
plans are submitted and approved by the Division of Public Health Services, this is to be re- 
paid from the income of the Water Department $6000.00 in 1968, and $6000.00 in 1969, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $2000.00 for repairs and 
rebuilding roads on Garnet Street and Lake Avenue in connection with the Water Depart- 
ments new construction on above mentioned streets and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $2000.00 for the Care of 
the Cemeteries, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise $3000.00 for New Trucks Note, $2000.00 
for Bulldozer Note, $2500.00 for Town Garage Note, $2000.00 for Fire Department Note, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $2200.00 for interest on 
Temporary Loans, and $2000.00 for interest on Long-Term Notes and Bonds and pass any 
vote rehating thereto. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following policy pertaining to the 
Town taking over any private roads: 

1. Atleast two rods wide 

2. Graveled 

3. Culverts where necessary 

4. Ditch with proper draining 
said above specifications to meet with the approval of Town Road Agents and Selectmen, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will raise the sum of $8750.00 to pay the second half 
of Tax Equalization Appraisal Program and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $4837.20 for final payment 
on the Bridge on the Springfield-Georges Mills Road, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $500.00 for the Planning 
Board, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to have a three-year term for Tax Collector, as 
permitted by RSA 41:2A, approved by Legislature on June 26, 1967, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Article 24. To see if the town of Sunapee will vote to accept as a road, the road now 
running perpendicular to Trow Hill Road and parallel to North Road, known as Hastings Road, 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to file in behalf of 
the inhabitants of the Town, an application in form and manner required by the United States 
Government, and in conformity with P.L. 560, 83rd Congress as amended, and do whatever 
else may be required to obtain an advance, in the amount of $78,000.00 to be made by the 
United States to the Town of Sunapee to aid in defraying the cost of final plans and specifica- 
tions for the construction of sewage collection and treatment facilities, and, further, to see if 
the Town will make the necessary arrangements to provide such additional funds as may 
be required to defray the cost of final plans and specifications. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply, negoti- 
ate and do all other things necessary to obtain such Federal, State, or other assistance as may 
be available for the construction of a sewage collection and treatment system, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to file in behalf of 
the inhabitants of the Town, an application in form and manner required by the United States 
Government, and in conformity with P.L. 560, 83rd Congress as amended, and do whatever 
else may be required to obtain an advance, in the amount of $33,000.00, to be made by the 
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United States to the Town of Sunapee to aid in defraying the cost of final plans and specifi- 
cations for the construction of Water improvements, and, further, to see if the Town will make 
the necessary arrangements to provide such additional funds as may be required to defray 
the cost of final plans and specifications. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply, negotiate 
and do all other things necessary to obtain such Federal, State, or other assistance as may 
be available for the construction of water system improvements, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to negotiate for the pur- 
chase of land to be used for the disposal of garbage and other waste material that cannot be 
taken to the Town Dump, Selectmen to make a study and report to the next Town Meeting, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 30. To see if the Town is in favor of the adoption of the Zoning Ordinance 
as proposed by the Planning Board. 


Article 31. To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting. 
Polls will remain open until 7 P.M.

ENGINEER’S REPORT 
SUNAPEE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


From December 1, 1966 to November 30, 
1967 your Fire Department answered a total of 17 
alarms of which 16 were in the town itself. 


For the second year in a row, our fire losses were 
remarkably low with only one loss with property 
damage exceeding $100.00. 


Several of our officers and men attended the Gil- 
ford Fire School in June and extra practices were 
held on Tuesday evenings throughout the summer. 
Deputy Chief Arthur Corbett, a summer resident of 
Sunapee and the training officer of the Stoughton, 
Massachusetts Fire Department, has again served 
us well during many of these practice sessions. 


New generating equipment has been installed on 
our Ladder Truck under the direction of Lt. Donald 
Sorento. This equipment has been designed so that 
it may be used to supply our station with power 
during an emergency. 


Arrangements have tentatively been made to pur- 
chase a secondhand Gamewell power supply for our 
bell alarm. The fire alarm system itself is still a major 
concern of the Engineers.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Sunapee: 


Enrollment 
The enrollment for the school year 1967-68 is 
337 (an increase of 42 over last year) divided as 
follows: 
Elementary — Grades 1-6 168 
Junior High — Grade 7-8 65 
Senior High — Grades 9-12 104 


Total enrollment over the last five school years 
may be of interest: 


1963-64 268 
1964-65 285 
1965-66 297 
1966-67 295 
1967-68 337 


Significant factors for the future include the large 
increase in school enrollment this year (42), includ- 
ing an entering grade of 33 pupils. If such increases 
continue space problems will develop — as we are 
now utilizing all available classroom stations. 


Retirements 
Two of our veteran teachers will retire from regu- 
lar service this June — Mrs. Hope Leone in Grade 
6, and Mrs. Alberta Fisher, Music Supervisor. Both 
have given freely of their time to Sunapee youth and 
are deserving of our thanks and appreciation. 


Repairs — New Equipment 

Repairs and improvements were made to the heat- 
ing plant in the Gym building. This included 
changes to provide an adequate supply of hot water 
for gym and athletic requirements. Boilers and burn- 
ers in both buildings were placed under service 
agreements. 

Up-to-date electronic equipment was installed to 
provide for audio-oral instruction in modern lan- 
guages. It is used mainly for instructing in French 
but could be used effectively in other languages. 
Plans are in process to extend French instruction to 
the junior high level. 


Staff 

The budget provides for an additional teacher to 
meet increased instructional demands at the junior- 
senior high level. The main objective is to eliminate 
the present practice of combining classes for stu- 
dents in two grades in both general and college 
preparatory English. Present enrollments make this 
move necessary as well as desirable. 

Present plans cuils for combining the vocal and 
instrumental music into one position. 


Transportation 
The expiration of the transportation contract of 
the present carrier, Verne C. Morse, caused the 


School Board to review the available alternatives: 
continue with a contract carrier, lease busses, or 
purchase busses. After considerable study and com- 
parison, the School Board has arrived at the con- 
clusion that several thousand dollars could be saved 
annually by District purchase and operation over 
the proposal of the present carrier with new busses.- 


Conclusion 
The congenial, professional attitude of the pres- 
ent Sunapee staff is worthy of mention. There has 
been relatively little teacher turn-over in the past 
several years. The faculty members have assumed 
their responsibilities in a professional manner and 
have been very straight-forward in their dealings 
with the administration and the School Board. In 
turn, the School Board has, I believe, dealt honestly 
and fairly with the teachers. Such a relationship pays 
dividends in providing an educational program for 
Sunapee youth.
